During these sessions, 
the public will be asked to share ideas for the Bicentennial celebration and 
commemoration.  The commission is seeking ideas from individuals, community groups 
and businesses.     
 
Special entertainment with a Greensboro historical theme will be part of each session.  
Door prizes featuring a limited edition Bicentennial mug will be given away through 
special drawings at the event.   
   
The citywide celebration in 2008 is open to all members of the community and will 
observe Greensboro’s 200th birthday with special activities and events.  Program 
planners intend to call attention to the rich and unique history of Greensboro as well as 
the city’s potential for the future. 
 
“The community forum will give everyone in Greensboro an opportunity to bring ideas to 
the table and suggest elements for the 2008 celebration and commemoration,” says Al 
Lineberry Jr., who co-chairs the commission with Claudette Burroughs-White and 
Elizabeth (Boo) Stauffer.   
 
In addition to planning activities and events for the celebration, the commission has been 
asked to develop a lasting reminder of the Bicentennial that will be part of the city for 
many generations to come.  The public is also invited to share ideas for commemorating 
the city at the forum.
